Curious and Destructive Worm That 


Dig* Tunnels In Wood, 


It was iu 1731 that Holland nar- 


rowly escaped Inundation aloiig Its 
coast because the timbers of the sea. 
dikes in many parts were discovered 
to be quite unsound. The timely dis- 
covery of the real condition of the 
dikes saved the country from an awful 
catastrophe, the full extent of which 
was comprehended by only a few 
Dutchmen.

The timbers had been honeycombed 


by - the teredo, or shlpworm. 
This 


creature burrows Into any wood Im- 
mersed In Bea water. 
It makes an 


entrance when young and digs chan- 
nels along the grain of the wood, liv- 
ing and often dying In the timber. The 
worm grows In some localities to a 
length of twelve inches. Its girth be- 
ing one and a half Inches, and the 
curious thing about Its whlplike body 
is its exceeding tenderness. 
It cannot 


bear Its own weight. It will break if 
subjected to any strain. 


It will burrow straight along the 


grain of the wood unless turned aside 
by a knot or nail, and, no matter how 
many of these worms may be-burrow 
Ing in the same piece of wood, they 
never run their channels Into one an 
other. , By some marvelous Instinc 
'they keep clear of each other's pre- 
aerves. • We have «en a cross section 
of a log eighteen Inches in diameter, 
and we counted no fewer than 800 
distinct burrow*.—Exchange.

on June 13, 1SSO, that CBded his llfo 
King Louis II. of Bavaria had re- 
vealed many unmistakable signs of 
mental derangement. Ue heard mys- 
terious voices In the air around him

[mreutd by dangerous enemies. 
He 


withdrew entirely from tho world, bis 
cabinet ministers were unable to ob- 
talu access to him, and his domestic 
servants were forbidden to look at his 
face, being compelled to approach him 
with averted eyes.. Tho old valet 
Meier was obliged to don a mask to 
cover bis features whenever he went 
near tho king, and many other strange 
things happened at the magnificent 
palace which Louis had built for him- 
self with reckless extravagance. 


Wearing his crown and purple royal 


mantle, with the scepter.of sovereign-. 
ly In his hand, King Louis would wan- 
der through the rooms of his-castles 
at night, conversing with Imaginary 
guests, for tho most part with tho 
ghosts of King Louis.

tion of the Bavarian government Most' 
of the royal liabilities had boon con- 
.traded through the construction and 
decoration of the famous tbrce.caslles. 
nnd several creditors threatened to in- 
itiate proceedings to recover their1 
money. King Louis requested tho gov- 
rnmcnt to'Introduce a bill In the Ba-. 
arl'an legislature granting his prop- 
rty Immunity from seizure for debts, 
nd 'When his ministers refused this 
unreasonable demand ho tried to bor- 
row money from all sorts and condl-, 
ions of people.

In April, 1880, the Bavarian chamber 


.•efused to sanction the payment of tho 
ting's debts from the public treasury., 
and a few days later tho cabinet ad- 
dressed a respectful petition to Louis 
to curtail his expenditures. King Louis 
responded by dismissing the whole 
cabinet and nominating a new minis- 
try, at the head of which he placed his 
own barber. 


This Irresponsible net brought mat- 


ters to a head. A commission of med- 
ical experts, under the presidency of 
Dr. von Gudden, pronounced tho king 
to be incurably Insane' tnd Incapable 
of ruling, and a deputation under 
Baron von Crallshelm was dispatched 
from Munich to the csitle where Louis 
waa in residence to Inform his majesty ' 
of hi* dethronement The king htd 
Btron Ton Crallihelm tnd til the 
aiwnber* of the deputation arrested. 


Then Dr. von Gudden proceeded to 


NeoschwtMteln castle, where to all 
outward appearance* h« succeeded in 
pcnutdlng the king to submit to his 
dethronement tnd to retire to IJerg 
cutle, netr the ihore* of Lake SUn- 
b*rj, where the fintl tragedy waa en- 
acted.

curious little creatures take up Ills 
position by one of their holes and re- 
main perfectly motionless they will In 
time come out, whcu he will be eua: 
bled to see them at work. 


Coming cautiously to the mouth of 


the hole, the crab will ceconnoltcr a 
bit, and when satisfied that no enemy 
is near it will venture about its own 
length from Its lurking place. Then, 
rapidly inking up particles of. sand In 
its claws, it will deposit them in a 
groove beneath the thorax. 


As It does so a little ball of sand. Is 


rapidly projected, as through its mouth. 
This It seizes with one claw and de- 
posits on one 'aide, proceeding in this 
manner.until the' smooth beach Is 
covered with little pellets or pills 
corresponding In size to Its own.di- 
mensions. This Is evidently its meth- 
od of extracting particles of food from 
the sand.—Harper's Weekly.

Search 
parties were organized, and during the 
night one of the royal footmen found 
the king's hat, coat and overcoat closa 
to the tank of the lake and Dr. von 
Guddcn's umbrella close by on tho 
ground. The bodies of the king and 
his physician were found not far from 
the shore of the lake. In shallow wa- 
ter, both heads projecting above the 
surface. 
Dr. von Gudden's face and 


head bore the marks of heavy blows 
which the king, a..man of immensely 
powerful build, had showered upon 
him. 


The position of the bodies nnd tho 


articles of clothing found near them 
made it possible to surmise, with prob- 
able accuracy, the details of the trage- 
dy. It is likely that the king Intended 
to escape from his prison—for as such 
he regarded the castle In which, he 
was kept as a madman—and that ho 
divested himself of overcoat and coat 
to swim across the lake. Dr. von Gud- 
den, it appears, closed with him at the 
water's edge and tried to prevent his 
flight, but the king killed him and died 
from heart disease at the moment 
when he was on the point of begin- 
ning his swim for liberty. The post- 
mortem 
examination revealed that 


neither hnd died from drowning, but 
the king from heart failure and Dr. 
von Gndden from the Injuries Inflicted 
on him in the struggle.-Berlln Cor.

man to help him than docs any other 
form of outdoor life, according to a'n 
article In Success Magazine.

helpless. Larks, wrens and thrushes 
search the ground for grubs nnd In- 
sects.
